Registered and Certified 
Seed Distributed 


Figures now available on the 
amount of Registered and Certified 
seed distributed for this spring’ssow- 
ing, show an increase of more than 
30,000 bushels over that of last year. 
Through the Alberta Crop Improve- 
ment Association, the farmers have 
purchased a total of 92,052 bushels 
of high quality field inspected seed 
grain. Lhis amount does not in- 
clude seed purchased by farmers 
direct from seed growers in their 
own district, which is estimated at 
approximately 20,000 bushels 

Of the total amount of seed distri- 
buted, there was approximately 
46,300 busbels of wheat, 40,642 bus, 
of oats, and 4,100 bushels of barley. 
Red Bobs was the most popular 
wheat variety, followed by Marquis 
and Thatcher. Ihe sale of Victory 
oats was greater than all other varie- 
ties combined which include Legacy, 
Banner, Abundance, Eagle and Early

The World of Wheat. 
By 1. G. L. STRANGE 


Director, ‘The Crop Testing Pan.’ 


During the recent annual meeting 
of the Society of Technical Agricul- 
turalists, Dr. Ek, © Stakman, of the 
University of Minnesota, who is an 
internationally renowned plant pa 
thologist, informed the members 
that it must not be taken for granted 
that present rust resistant wheats will 
always be resistant to stem rust; for 
he said, just as the plant breeder is 
taking different varieties of wheat, 
and is crossing them hoping to pros 
duce something that will be more 
effective, sois Nature, on a grand 
scale, taking existing races of rust 
and is continually crossing them to 
produce new races. While most of 
these new rust hybrids, continued 
Dr. Stakman, are no more dangerous 
to plants than the parents, yet there 
is always a chance that one of them 
some day may be a super race, and 
that this new super race of rust might 
have the ability to damage wheat 
varieties that are now resistant to 
present forms of stem rust. How-
